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former Bryan School Teacher 
Tells Of Experience In China 


(By Miss Coral Clark). 


Ilnnkow, Sept. 8, 1928. 
Perhaps now that the big guns 
seem to be quiet for a little while 
I can get a letter started but I 
have lost so much sleep for a week 
that I doubt seriously if I can 
spell or hit half of the proper keys. 
Last week Bishop Gilman told us 
that if we came down we most 
likely would have to stay in Han­ 
kow and not be able to go over to 
Wuchang. As we had our sailings 
and they are hard to get at this 
time of the year, we ran the risk 
a nd left Ruling on Monday. The 
coolies were to come for my bag­ 
gage a t seven and as they are 
usually on hand an hour before 
they are wanted I had to be up at 
six. 
At four I woke to hear a 
lively storm going on and then 
yroceeded to stay awake wonder­ 
ing if I was going to have to go 
down in a hard rain and get soak­ 
ed as I had coming up. 
At six it 
died away a bit, so I got up and 
f)ut the last things in my bags and 
had the boys tie up my trunk and 
bedding. Seven came and still no 
coolies, so the cook went out to 
see why they did not show up and 
managed to get two to come back 
with him. 
I found out later that 
I was fortunate to get them as 
there were so many folks going 
down that there was a shortage of 
men to carry baggage. 
The rain 
stopped and my spirits rose con­ 
siderably. 
The chair coolies came 
promptly on time and I started 
down right after tiffin. 
I had six 
men for my chair so they were not 
worked very hard 
and the way 
they scampered down that steep 
mountain was just a little trying. 
One of them when not bearing 
the chair walked along holding to 
the poles and walking so near the 
edge that I feared that any min­ 
ute he would slip down into eter­ 
nity. 
I told him to be careful as 
I did not want him to die and he 
laughed heartily. 
All the way the 
scenery 
was 
beautiful for the fog lifted soon 
after we started so that we could 
see far down on the 
plain. 
In 
one place there was a 
vertical 
cloud hanging in a cross valley 
and suddenly it parted down the 
’ middle revealing the distant river 
and its flooded plain and the far 
away villages and rice fields. As 
I watched this view so suddenly 
brought before me I could not help 
.thinking that it was like the rend­ 
ing of the Temple Veil that re­ 
vealed to all the world a vision of 
religion far beyond the compre­ 
hension of those men who lived 
in Old Testament times. 
When we got down on the plain 
it was still cloudy and the ride 
across was quite pleasant and so 
was Kiukiang, which 
is 
usually 
sickening hot this 
time 
of the 
year. 
We found that our 
boat 
which was due at five in the af­ 
ternoon would not be along till 
midnight or later. 
I went walking 
in the 
native 
city 
with 
some 
friends and they were better hik- 
. era than I was, so that I got pret­ 
ty tired before we started home, 
but there was nothing to do but be 
game and go on after I got start­ 
ed. 
We went out to look espec­ 
ially for pottery, for Kiukiang is 
noted for its 
pottery. 
I 
don’t 
know how many we visited but 
it was o lot of fun looking at the 
things they 
had 
which ranged 
from immense water jars and fun­ 
ny china seats down bo childrens' 
tea sets. 
There were some funny 
brown figures that looked exactly 
like they had been 
made from 
milk chocolate 
and 
there 
were 
ipany brilliantly 
colored animal 
figures that I can’t imagine any­ 
body wanting, but you never can 
tell about tastes. 
By this time we 
were awfully thirsty, and finally 
got up our courage to go into Dr. 
VVassel’s and ask for 
water. 
It 
was not that we thought he would 
mind but we know that so many 
people impose on him in passing 
through Kiukiang 
that 
we just 
hated to ask for even a drink. It 
was nice and cold for they can get 
ice there. We wondered after not­ 
ing how many bottles we drank, 
how his boy ever got enough boil­ 
ed. 
There are no places in Kiukiang 
where foreign food can be obtain­ 
ed in time of 
flood, 
so I 
had 
brought a few sandwiches and I 
was able to buy a can of tinned 
milk, so I managed after a fashion. 
Kiukiang was so flooded that we 
had to take boats to many places, 
so we decided to go over to the 
resthouse on the boat hulk, so we 
would not have to make this trip 
in the wee hours of the morning 
when the coolies are more disa­ 
greeable 
that 
ever. 
There 
we 
spread out on the benches and 
tried to sleep but had very little 
lack for someone was always com­ 
ing and going and small children 


to go down separately and indi­ 
vidually and hawl out our things 
and drag them upstairs, for the 
boat coolies had gone to bed and 
refused to be disturbed. 
At six 
o’clock I crawled into bed. Break­ 
fast was at eight and being hun­ 
gry from the night before I had 
to get up for it. 
We arrived in 
Hankow at eleven at night in the 
rain and at first the captain said 
we al) had to get off, but no cool­ 
ies came to unload us, so we got 
permission to stay on over night. 
Next morning Miss "Love and I had 
trouble getting our things moved, 
for our own servant did not come 
over (the poor thing may be cap­ 
tured by the enemy, as he lives on 
the side of Wuchang where some 
of the fighting is). 
At last, at 
eleven o’clock, we had our things 
in the Lutheran 
Mission 
House 
where we always like to go, for 
they are so nice to us. 
I was too tired to go down to 
tea and soon after tea Miss Love 
came up and said that Dr. Melvin 
and Miss Levy had just arrived, 
wet and tired, after having come 
all the way around Wuchang to 
get away from the Union Normal 
School where the bullets were fall­ 
ing too thick to be pleasant. This 
place is about fifteen minutes walk 
from Saint Hilda's, and since we 
now know' that both the Normal 
School and Wesley College are oc­ 
cupied by the Cantonese troops, 
we naturally wonder what is go­ 
ing on at our place. • Will they 
steal all our 
winter 
clothes and 
blankets and break up our furni­ 
ture and spoil the newly ningpoed 
floors in the school? 
There are quite a number of the 
American Church 
Mission 
here, 
for Miss Levy, Dr. Melvin, and I 
are on the sixth floor; Miss Love 
and Mrs. Smith, who is visiting 
Mrs Bliss are on the fifth; and 
Mrs. Bliss and little son on the 
fourth. 
A number of others are 
scattered about on our own two 
compounds in the city. 
Thursday was fairly quiet and I 
unpacked 
and 
pressed 
a 
few 
clothes and did some necessary 
shopping. 
By late afternoon we 
began to hear an occasional big 
gun and after dinner we went up 
on the roof to see if we could see 
the flashes but is was foggy and 
nothing could be seen. 
A little 
before three in the morning I was 
suddenly awakened by loud reports 
from the guns which were being 
fired without much intermission. 
For a long time I could not go 
back to sleep for when you are 
not used to this noise and when 
you know that friends and loved 
ones may be in great danger you 
can't help feeling nervous. Nearly 
all the Boone staff and the doctors 
and nurses at the hospital are in 
Wuchang. 
Mrs. BH.-* was up most 
of the night but I got a little sleep 
between four and five thirty. 
I 
was taking my bath when the si­ 
ren began to wail and screech and 
I knew’ something must have hap­ 
pened but I felt I had better make 
the most of that bath for if any­ 
thing very dreadful had happened 
I might not get 
another 
soon. 
When we got 
down 
stairs 
we 
found it was to call out the vol­ 
un teer for fear that the many ref- 
ugeeing Chinese might try to rush 
the concessions. 
We walked all 
along the Bund and found British 
marines stationed in front of the 
Hongkong Shanghai Bank and be­ 
hind sand bags in front of the gate 
leading into the native city. Our 
volunteers were in front of the 
American consulate. Small groups 
of British and American marines 
patroled the streets 
and the ar­ 
moured tanks paraded around. Out 
in the river are numerous gun­ 
boats ready for action. 
The big 
British one has 
three 
bombing 
planes and our smallest one is 
ready to go into action for she can 
get around corners quickly. 
The 
firing kept up steadily most of the 
morning and we heard at noon 
that cotton mills outside the city 
had been taken. 
They are right 
near beautiful new Saint Andrew's 
church, and I do hope nothing has 
happened to it. 
Dr. Bliss phoned over to h > 
wife this morning and said that be­ 
ginning at five twenty-four shots 
had struck the hospital and brok­ 
en windows but no one had been 
hurt. 
While he was eating break­ 
fast he looked out just in time to 
see a shell explode right over the 
hospital. 
The city gates are clos­ 
ed so that none of 
the 
enemy 
wounded can be brought in to the 
hospital. 
Yesterday one man who 
was wounded on the 
wall 
was 
brought in. 
Cholera is raging in 
the city and they have one whole 
floor devoted to treating it and 
this morning thirty cases. 
Beds 
have been borrowed from Boone 
so that they will be ready for the 
wounded when they do come in. 
Food is growing scarce. They have 
wailed their protests at being up enough rice for two weeks but no 
so late and being so uncomfort- 
ssble. 
About 
one 
thirty-three 
boats were sighted, so we knew 
that one of them 
must be our 
poongwo and everybody got all 
their numerous 
things 
together 
ready to get on but the boats all 
passed by. 
By this time we were 
too wide awake to try to sleep any 
more so some of us walked on the 
deserted bund in the British con­ 
cession. 
Again we 
longed 
for 
water and it was 
tantalizing 
to 
Itear the waves lapping along the 
edge of the walk and know there 
was that enormous river of water, 
but we dared not take one taste 
for fear that we die in agony in 
a few hours from cholera. 
The boat finally came at three- 
thirty, and we hoped soon to get 
in bed, but there was some mixup 
about the baggage and It was all 
stowed down in the hold. 
We had usual number of funny and pa- 


meat or vegetables. 
Bishop Gil 
man also phoned this morning and 
said that on the Boone side of the 
city it was quiet. 
It has been a 
consolation to us to be able to 
hear from these people by phone. 
lfc>w soon the enemy will get on 
this side aud cut the wires we do 
not know. 
At present they seem 
to be passing by 
Wuchang 
for 
their objective right 
now 
is the 
arsenal at Hanyang. The Han riv­ 
er flows into the 
Yangste right 
a STO ss from Wuchang and Han­ 
yang is located in one fork and 
Hankow in the other. 
The Bed 
army expects to take these three 
cities which are collectively known 
as the Wuhan cities. 
Next to Pe- 
king, this is the most important 
place to be taken.

Down 
on 
the 
Bund this morning we saw piti­ 
ful groups of refugees wandering 
about or sitting packed in boats 
near the shore. 
They all looked 
hungry and haggard from 
fear. 
The people who last year 
were 
crying down with the foreigners 
and away with the concessions are 
begging to get in for protection 
from 
their 
own 
people. 
Many 
Chinese junks were flying the Jap­ 
anese flag and I would not be sur­ 
prised to see some of them ap­ 
pear under a British one. * The 
folks who refused to ride on Brit­ 
ish ships last 
year 
are 
feeling 
very bad now that 
the 
British 
won’t carry them because if they 
carry Chinese they get fired on. 
One of our men left Wuch:ing in 
haste and thought only of saving 
some 
precious 
papers 
so 
he 
brought them, and not a 
single 
garment but what he wore. 
The big river boats are not be­ 
ing allowed to leave but one at a 
time now’, so there are plenty in 
port to take us off if it comes to 
the worst. 
An American mail is 
in but they are apparently in no 
hurry to send it back from Wu­ 
chang, so I have had no mail for a 
week. 
I do hope I get a little 
sleep tonight.

Judging form the interest that 
has been arounsed throughout the 
county’, terracing 
and 
drainage 
work have been among the most 
popular Extension 
Service activ­ 
ities, the demand for help in these 
activities now being more than is 
possible for one person to supply. 
J. P. Gilpin of Kurten claims the 
honor of being the first farmer in 
Brazos county to have terracing 
done, some 14 years ago. 
From 
that small beginning 
the impor­ 
tance of the work spread, rather 
slowly on account of the suspicion 
as to its efficiency, till now more 
than 500 farms have been partial­ 
ly or entirely terraced and drain­ 
ed, representing an acreage of ap­ 
proximately 
15,000 
to 
20,000 
acres, with seemingly the 
entire 
farming population thoroughly ar­ 
oused to the importance of terra­ 
cing as a means of checking soil 
erosion, and laying the foundation 
for a more productive soil, the first 
essential in the 
success of any 


farming enterprise, and the only 
hope of permanent prosperity for 
any community or 
farming sec­ 
tion. 
Agent 
C. 
L. 
Beason 
states that he has yet to find the 
first Brazos county farm that does 
not 
need 
either terracing 
or 
drainage or both. 
The demand for terracing has 
become so great that the county 
agent states the only solution now 
is to train community groups or 
L aders, who < an not only terrace 
their own farms, but lend assis­ 
tance to others needing such help, 
the county agent being used large­ 
ly in an advisory capacity. With 
five men in ea h community train­ 
ed to use the farm level, more 
acres could be terraced in one 
week next fall than has been ter­ 
raced during the past five years. 
With only 1,00 
acres 
t|rraced 
each fall, it would require more 
than 300 years to get 
over 
the 
county. 
Why not help the coun­ 
ty agent put the job over in one 
season?

Taxpayers 
desire 
to know 
the benefits to which they STC en­ 
titled under the 
revenue 
act of 
1926 by way of 
increased exemp­ 
tions, lower rates, the credit of 25 
per cent of the tax on earned net 
income, and the allowable deduc­ 
tions for business expenses, losses, 
bad debts, contributions, et*. The 
purpose of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue is to answer 
these ques­ 
tions in a 
aeries 
of 
newspaper 
statem ents, based on the revenue 
act of 1926 and the latest regula 
tions relating to the income tax. 
Income-tax returns are required 
of every single person whose net 
income for the taxable year 1926 
was $1,500 or more; every 
mar­ 
ried person, living with husband 
or wife, whose net 
income 
was 
$3,500 or more, and every person, 
single or m arried, whose gross in­ 
come was $5,000 or more, regard­ 
less of net income. 
If the combined net income of 
husband and wife was $3,500 or 
more, or their combined gross In­ 
come was $5,000 or more, the in­ 
come of each must be reported on 
a single joint return or on separate 
returns showing 
the 
income 
of 
tach. 
If a wife does 
not 
file a 
separate return or join with her 
husband in a joint return, the hus­ 
band is required to include in his 
return all income received by the 
wife in payment of wages or sal­ 
ary, or from the sale of products 
of her labor.

married persons must be included 
the income of 
dependent 
minor 
children. 
Divorcees and 
married persons

collector of internal revenue for 
the district in which the taxpayer

15, June 16, September 15,
